Report  of  Andrew  Keogh,  Librarian. 
"To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Tale  University: 
Gentlemen: 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  report  on  the  work  of  the  University- 
Library  during  the  academic  year  1928-29. 

THE  GROWTH  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  General  Library  during 
the  year  was  36,350.  There  were  also  6,907  pamphlets  and 
"xAuszugen"  received,  making  a  total  of  43,257  pieces.  Addi- 
tions to  the  School  and  Departmental  libraries  are  shown  in 
a  table  in  the  Appendix. 

These  figures  show  a  decrease  of  2,089  ^^  books  purchased 
for  the  General  Library,  of  592  in  gifts,  and  710  in  exchanges; 
a  decrease  of  1,076  volumes  of  purchased  serials,  and  of  658 
"Auszugen";  an  increase  of  671  in  gifts  and  of  368  in  ex- 
changes. The  decrease  is  accounted  for  in  a  number  of  ways 
which  have  little  or  no  bearing  on  the  continued  growth  of 
the  collections. 

GIFTS 

The  gifts  to  income  during  the  year  included  ^25  each  from 
Mr.  Carl  A.  Lohmann,  B.A.  1910,  and  the  Yale  Chapter  of 
Phi  Beta  Kappa;  ^45  from  Dr.  George  F.  Eaton,  B.A.  1894; 
$57.50  from  anonymous  donors  for  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  Speck  Collection,  and  $100  from  the  Germanic  Club  for 
books  on  Goethe  and  America  for  the  same  collection;  $100 
for  books  on  the  Pacific  from  the  Honorable  Hiram  Bingham, 
B.A.  1898,  in  continuation  of  his  previous  gifts  for  the  same 
purpose;  $100  from  Mr.  Philip  G.  Bartlett,  B.A.  1881,  for  the 
purchase  of  Yale  University  Press  publications  for  distribu- 
tion on  exchange;  $100  from  Mr.  Moreau  Delano,  B.A.  1898, 
and  $150  from  Mr.  Douglas  M.  Moffat,  B.A.  1903,  in  con- 
tinuation of  their  previous  gifts  for  the  purchase  of  rare  books; 
$200  from  Mr.  William  P.  MacCracken,  Jr.,  his  honorarium 
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for  the  Dodge  Lecture,  for  books  on  aeronautics;  ^638  trans- 
ferred from  the  Noah  Porter  Fund  to  Library  income  for  the 
purchase  of  philosophical  books;  $1,000  from  Mr.  Leonard  C. 
Hanna,  Jr.,  of  the  Class  of  1913,  for  books  on  art;  $1,000  from 
Mr.  Russell  C.  Leffingwell,  B.A.  1899,  in  continuation  of  his 
previous  gifts,  to  be  spent  at  the  discretion  of  the  Librarian; 
and  $1,100  from  Dr.  James  Hosmer  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  for 
books  and  magazines  added  to  the  Penniman  Memorial 
Library  of  Education. 

The  Library's  endowment  has  been  further  increased  by  the 
establishment  by  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  H.  McGuire 
of  a  fund  of  $5,000  in  meniory  of  their  son,  Hubert  Amer 
McGuire,  B.A.  1924,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books  in  English  literature;  by  the  bequest  from  Alfred 
Hemenway,  B.A.  1861,  of  $50,000,  the  income  to  be  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books;  and  by  the  increase  of  existing  funds 
by  further  gifts.  Mrs.  Eleanor  Coxe  Gibson  gave  $200  for 
addition  to  the  fund  in  memory  of  Arthur  Sturges  Hildebrand, 
B.A.  1910;  Mrs.  Franklin  B.  Dexter,  $500  to  the  fund  in 
memory  of  Professor  Franklin  Bowditch  Dexter,  B.A.  1861; 
Mrs.  William  Loring  Andrews,  $1,000  to  the  endowment  of 
the  Loring  W.  Andrews  Memorial  Library;  Mrs.  Florence 
Brooks-Aten,  $2,500  to  the  fund  in  memory  of  David  and 
Micah  Brooks;  the  anonymous  donor  who  started  the  fund  in 
memory  of  Ellsworth  Eliot,  B.A.  1849,  gave  an  additional 
$2,500;  Dr.  James  H.  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  added  $11,000 
to  the  fund  for  the  Penniman  Memorial  Library;  and  Mr. 
Starling  W.  Childs,  B.A.  1891,  added  $30,000  to  the  fund  in 
memory  of  his  father,  Albert  H.  Childs,  B.A.  1861.

Mrs.  Carlos  de  Heredia;  manuscripts  and  letters  of  the  late 
Professor  Thomas  Dwight  Goodell,  B.A.  1877,  from  Mrs. 
Goodell;  interleaved  and  annotated  volumes  of  the  Loomis 
Genealogy,  from  Mr.  Henry  B.  Loomis,  B.A.  1875;  Faust,  an 
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Opera,  by  Henry  Ashbey  Binckes,  with  Retsch's  series  of 
twenty-six  outlines  illustrative  of  Goethe's  Tragedy  of  Faust, 
from  Mr.  Edward  L.  Glaser,  for  the  Speck  Collection;  Com- 
monplace Book  of  Samuel  B.  Beach,  B.A.  1805,  written  at 
Yale  in  1804,  from  Mr.  Morris  Shanies;  records  of  the  early 
chemical  analyses  made  by  the  founders  of  the  Agricultural 
Experiment  Station  and  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  from 
Mrs.  Thomas  B.  Osborne;  typescript  documents  on  the  Near 
East,  from  Professor  William  Yale,  Ph.B.  1910;  seventy  note- 
books of  lectures,  one  hundred  manuscript  sermons,  letters, 
etc.,  of  Elisha  Mulford,  B.A.  1855,  from  Mrs.  George  L.

several  important  early  Yale  broadsides,  from  Mrs.  Henry 
Daggett  Hooker,  mother  of  Davenport  Hooker,  B.A.  1908, 
and  Henry  Daggett  Hooker,  B.A.  1912;  fifteen  manuscript 
log  books  and  private  journals  of  the  United  States  Navy 
vessels,  "Columbus,"  "Decatur,"  "Franklin,"  etc.,  together 
with  160  volumes  of  the  United  States  Navy  Register  and  two 
hundred  miscellaneous  volumes  on  naval  subjects,  from  Major 
Theodore  H.  Low;  and  photostatic  reproductions  of  documents 
and  letters  of  the  Revolutionary  period  from  Major  General 
Preston  Brown,  B.A.  1892,  and  of  fifteen  letters  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  George  Washington,  from  Father  T.  Lawra- 
son  Riggs,  B.A.  1910,  and  E.  Francis  Riggs,  B.A.  1909. 

Among  the  unusual  books  received  as  gifts  are  Check-List  of 
Spanish  American  Literature  in  the  Yale  University  Library, 
from  its  compiler,  Professor  Frederick  Bliss  Luquiens,  B.A. 
1897;  Geschiedenis  van  de  Nederlandsche  Handel-Maatschappij 
by  W.  M.  F.  Mansvelt,  from  Mr.  S.  P.  Van  Eeghen;  My  Diary 
at  the  Conference  of  Paris,  from  the  author,  Mr.  David  Hunter 
Miller;  Colonel  Ralph  H.  Isham's  edition  of  the  Private 
Papers  of  James  Boswell  {^vst  three  volumes),  from  Dr.  Henry 
S.  Canby,  Ph.B.  1899;  Seneca's  De  Vita  Beata,  Leipzig,  1496, 
from  Mr.  Frank  D.  McQuesten,  ex-\%gg  Law;  twenty-two 
bound  volumes  of  'The  Christian  Advocate,  from  its  editor, 
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Dr.  James  R.  Joy,  B.A.  1885;  an  edition  of  Homer  printed  in 
Rome  in  1542,  from  Mr.  Albert  M.  Todd;  two  sermons 
preached  at  Yale  College  by  Mr.  Pemberton  and  Mr.  Whittel- 
sey  and  printed  in  New  London  by  T.  Green  in  1741  and  1744, 
from  Mr.  Samuel  Merrill;  bound  sets  of 'The  Illustrated  London 
News,  The  Graphic,  and  Punch,  from  Miss  Susan  Dwight 
Bliss;  seven  early  editions  of  the  Classics,  including  three 
incunabula,  from  Professor  Horatio  M.  Reynolds,  B.A.  1880; 
ten  volumes  of  handsomely  printed  editions  of  the  Classics, 
including  two  incunabula,  from  Mr.  John  H.  Webster,  B.A. 
1868;  a  copy  of  Boswell's  Life  of  Johnson,  edited  by  Croker, 
enlarged  with  portraits,  views,  drawings,  and  autograph  let- 
ters to  sixteen  folio  volumes,  from  Mr.  Gabriel  Wells;  more 
than  a  hundred  miscellaneous  books  of  a  general  literary  char- 
acter, many  of  which  replace  worn  copies  in  the  Linonian  and 
Brothers  Library,  from  Mrs.  H.  HoUister  Robinson;  over 
three  hundred  volumes  and  as  many  pamphlets  and  serial 
publications  from  the  estate  of  Professor  Gustav  Gruener, 
B.A.  1884;  over  five  hundred  volumes  from  the  library  of  the 
late  Charles  Hopkins  Clark,  B.A.  1871,  from  his  children, 
Mrs.  H.  K.  Welch  and  Mr.  Horace  B.  Clark,  B.A.  1898;  over 
three  hundred  and  seventy  volumes  by  and  about  Ruskin, 
from  Mr.  R.  B.  Adam,  of  Buffalo;  further  Lintoniana  from 
Mr.  Alfred  E.  Hamill,  B.A.  1905;  one  hundred  copies  of  Pro- 
fessor Sneath's  America's  Greatest  Sonneteer,  from  Dr.  Houston 
Mifflin,  for  exchange;  twenty-five  copies  of  dc  Laguna's 
Speech,  and  other  publications,  from  the  Yale  University 
Press,  for  exchange;twenty-fivesetsof  Dr.  Russell  H.  Chitten- 
den's History  of  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  from  Mrs.  George 
St.  John  Sheffield,  and  fifty  sets,  from  Mr.  Francis  P.  Garvan, 
B.A.  1897,  for  exchange;  the  hunting  library  of  the  late 
Charles  Sheldon,  B.A.  1890,  also  from  Mr.  Francis  P.  Garvan; 
and  the  collection  of  Yale  Memorabilia  gathered  by  the 
Reverend  Anson  Phelps  Stokes,  B.A.  1896. 

Mr.  Lewis  Stiles  Gannett  presented  reproductions  of  sil- 
houettes of  Ezra,  Elizabeth,  and  Ruth  Stiles;  and  the  Kingsley 
Trust  Association  gave  a  set  of  Louis  Orr's  etchings,  The 
Ports  of  America.  The  Reverend  William  H.  Owen,  B.A.  1897, 
has  added  to  his  previous  gifts  of  coins  429  coins  and  two 
exceedingly   rare   and   possibly   unique   medals   relating   to 
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Venice;  this  collection  was  formed  by  the  late  Mr.  David 
Proskey. 

It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  the  Librarian  and  to  his  assistants 
to  be  able  to  make  public  acknowledgment  of  some  of  these 
gifts  in  more  detail  in  the  Tale  University  Library  Gazette. 

During  the  year  the  Library  lost  one  of  its  truest  and 
staunchest  friends  through  the  death,  at  sea,  on  January  15, 
1929,  of  Mr.  Otto  Tremont  Bannard,  B.A.  1876.  Through  all 
of  Mr.  Bannard's  eighteen  years  of  service  on  the  Yale  Cor- 
poration he  had  the  well-being  of  the  Library  at  heart,  and 
often  when  he,  as  chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  was 
unable  to  grant  to  the  Library  as  large  an  appropriation  as 
requested,  he  made  up  the  difference  personally. 

Mr.  Bannard  was  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  Library 
should  be,  so  far  as  possible,  self-supporting  by  endowment, 
and  in  1921  he  established  anonymously  "a  Library  Fund,  the 
capital  of  which  shall  be  held  and  income  shall  be  used  for  the 
support  and  extension  of  the  Library  of  the  University,  in  all 
or  any  of  its  departments,  whether  for  the  purchase  of  books 
or  other  publications,  or  manuscripts,  or  for  binding,  catalogu- 
ing, or  otherwise  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Library."  Mr. 
Bannard  provided  that  the  entire  income  of  the  Fund  should 
be  added  to  the  principal  until  this  should  amount  to  at  least 
^500,000.  This  amount  was  reached  so  that  it  was  possible  to 
announce  that  the  income  of  this  fund  was  available  on  the 
day  of  Mr.  Bannard's  funeral  on  February  21. 

EXCHANGES 

During  the  year  the  Library  distributed  on  exchange  5,217 
volumes.  This  was  over  three  thousand  less  than  the  number 
sent  out  last  year,  when  the  Yale  University  Press  put  at  its 
disposal  a  great  number  of  valuable  publications.  The  Library 
is  still  reaping  the  benefit  of  that  wide  distribution  of  Press 
publications,  the  exchange  receipts  this  year  being  6,072 
monographs  and  dissertations,  269  "Auszugen,"  2,572 
serial  publications,  and  44  pamphlets.  The  Library  is  very 
grateful  to  the  Yale  University  Press,  and  to  friends  of  the 
Press,  who  have  continued  to  send  its  publications  to  the 
Library  for  exchange,  and  to  other  individual  donors  who 
have  given  their  own  publications  for  distribution. 
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THE  CATALOGUE 

The  number  of  monograph  volumes  and  pamphlets  cata- 
logued and  recatalogued  was  20,917,  represented  by  19,954 
main  entries  and  73,724  cards.  The  number  of  pamphlets 
classified  was  4,652,  represented  by  2,530  cards.  The  number 
of  volumes  and  pamphlets  reclassed  was  796,  represented  by 
461  main  entries  and  1,448  cards.  The  number  of  serial  vol- 
umes catalogued  and  transferred  was  36,745  pieces,  repre- 
sented by  2,608  entries  and  19,952  cards.  The  total  number 
of  pieces  handled,  exclusive  of  volumes  reclassed  and  sets 
transferred,  was  43,161.  In  addition  130  entries  were  sent  to 
the  International  Index  of  Periodicals,  396  duplicate  cards 
were  sent  to  Departmental  Libraries,  and  the  Departmental 
Libraries  sent  10,315  cards  for  insertion  in  the  general  cata- 
logue. The  Swedish  dissertations  (about  16,000)  were  also 
arranged  and  checked  with  bibliographies. 

The  total  number  of  pieces  handled  this  year  is  about 
13,000  less  than  last.  This  is  due  to  the  fact  that  several  of  the 
senior  members  of  the  staff  have  had  to  devote  a  large  part 
of  their  time  to  two  major  pieces  of  work:  the  cataloguing  and 
classification  of  the  William  A.  Speck  Collection  of  Goethe- 
ana;  and  comparing  the  first  part  of  the  general  catalogue 
with  the  Library  of  Congress  depository  catalogue,  substi- 
tuting 23,127  printed  cards  in  preparation  for  the  experiment 
of  reproducing  the  catalogue  by  the  Dexigraph. 

THE  USE  OF  THE  LIBRARY 

The  number  of  volumes  borrowed  for  home  use  from  the 
Linonian  and  Brothers  Library  varies  very  little  from  last 
year,  2,682  people  borrowing  28,128  volumes.  In  the  main 
University  Library  the  number  of  students  using  the  Library 
remains  about  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  number  of  vol- 
umes borrowed  has  increased  by  3,000  for  the  students,  and 
1,000  for  the  faculty,  making  a  total  of  3,540  borrowers  and 
56,897  volumes  lent.  These  figures  do  not  include  40,673  vol- 
umes that  have  been  reserved  by  readers  for  use  within  the 
library  building. 

Nine  hundred  and  one  volumes  have  been  sent  out  on  inter- 
library  loans  to  III  libraries,  and  the  Library  has  borrowed 
353  books  from  other  libraries. 
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During  the  summer  of  1928  the  Chittenden  Reading  Room 
was  given  over  to  the  summer  school  conducted  by  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  which  provides  the  greater  part  of  the 
books  needed,  although  the  room  is  supervised  by  the  Library 
staff.  The  Linonian  and  Brothers  Reading  Room  was  given 
over  to  the  Linguistic  Institute,  and  special  reserve  shelves 
were  provided  for  its  faculty  and  students. 

EXHIBITIONS 

In  October  the  Library  showed  a  selection  of  books  by  or 
relating  to  John  Bunyan,  to  commemorate  the  three  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  his  birth. 

In  November  an  exhibition  to  commemorate  the  bicente- 
nary of  the  birth  of  Oliver  Goldsmith  was  arranged,  which  was 
planned  to  illustrate  the  development  of  Goldsmith  as  a  man 
of  letters  and  the  extent  and  variety  of  his  publications.  Mr. 
William  H.  McCarthy  of  the  Library  staff  prepared  a  cata- 
logue of  the  exhibition  and  printed  it,  in  a  limited  number  of 
copies,  on  the  Bibliographical  Press.  Additional  copies  were 
later  printed  from  the  same  type  by  the  Yale  University 
Press. 

During  the  week  of  November  19  first  editions  of  several  of 
Franz  Schubert's  compositions  from  the  William  A.  Speck 
Collection  of  Goetheana  were  exhibited  to  commemorate  the 
centenary  of  Schubert's  death. 

In  December,  to  mark  the  centenary  of  the  publication  of 
Noah  Webster's  American  Dictionary,  the  Library  placed  on 
exhibition,  in  the  President's  Room  in  Memorial  Hall,  manu- 
scripts concerning  the  dictionary,  a  few  Webster  manuscripts 
of  general  interest,  printed  works  of  Webster,  and  books 
illustrating  the  history  of  the  English  dictionary. 

In  January  the  Berkeley  Divinity  School,  which  had  re- 
cently moved  to  New  Haven,  commemorated  the  two  hun- 
dredth anniversary  of  the  arrival  in  America  of  George 
Berkeley,  Bishop  ot  Cloyne.  In  cooperation  with  the  Berkeley 
Divinity  School  the  University  Library  exhibited  some  in- 
teresting Berkeley  memorabilia,  which  were  kept  on  view  over 
Alumni  University  Day. 

On  Alumni  University  Day  the  collection  of  Venetian  coins 
recently  presented  to  the  Library  by  the  Reverend  William  H. 
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Owen,  B.A.  1897,  was  exhibited  in  the  Chittenden  Reading 
Room. 

At  Commencement,  in  addition  to  the  usual  exhibitions  of 
the  writings  of  the  classes  holding  twenty-fifth  and  fiftieth 
reunions,  Revolutionary  documents  were  displayed  in  com- 
memoration of  the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
the  invasion  of  New  Haven  by  the  British,  and  a  selection  of 
early  views  of  Yale  and  New  Haven  from  the  collection  made 
by  the  Reverend  Anson  Phelps  Stokes  and  recently  acquired 
by  the  Library. 

ADMINISTRATION 
THE  UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY  COMMITTEE 
The  Corporation  appointed  Professor  Angier  to  succeed 
Dean  Weigle  and  reappointed  Professor  L.  B.  Mendel  to  suc- 
ceed himself,  for  three  years. 

THE  STAFF 

The  Librarian  is  most  grateful  to  the  staff  for  their  pa- 
tience under  the  difficulties  caused  by  the  congested  condition 
of  the  present  library  buildings.  Their  extraordinary  devotion 
to  their  work  and  their  loyalty  to  Yale  in  our  present  cir- 
cumstances augur  well  for  the  successful  operation  of  the 
Sterling  Memorial  Library. 

Appointments  to  the  staff  included  Miss  Florence  E. 
Adams,  B.A.  Mount  Holyoke,  Miss  Hj0rdis  Eriksen,  B.L.S. 
Columbia  School  of  Library  Science,  Miss  Jane  S.  Hawkins, 
B.A.  Mount  Holyoke,  Miss  Margaret  L.  Johnson,  B.A. 
Goucher,  Mr.  William  H.  McCarthy,  Jr.,  B.A.  Rice  Institute, 
Miss  Beatrice  M.  Quartz,  B.A.  Smith,  Miss  Helen  E.  Ritter, 
B.A.  Mount  Holyoke,  Miss  Elsea  Winabeth  Stephenson,  B.A. 
University  of  Colorado,  M.A.  Yale,  Mr.  Theodore  C.  Weiler, 
B.A.  Ohio  Wesleyan,  and  Mr.  Donald  G.  Wing,  B.A.  Yale, 
M.A.  Harvard.  Professor  Frederick  C.  Hicks,  Librarian  of  the 
School  of  Law,  has  been  appointed  Curator  of  the  Albert  S. 
Wheeler  Collection  of  Roman  Law  to  succeed  Professor  Borch- 
ard,  and  Professor  Carl  F.  Schreiber  has  been  appointed 
Curator  of  the  William  A.  Speck  Collection  of  Goetheana  to 
succeed  Mr.  Speck.  Miss  Dart,  Mrs.  Hobson,  and  Miss 
Knecht  resigned  during  the  year,  and  Miss  Eleanor  S.  Upton 
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was  granted  leave  of  absence  to  study  at  the  Graduate  Li- 
brary School  at  the  University  of  Chicago. 

It  is  with  the  greatest  sorrow  and  sense  of  loss  that  I  report 
the  death  of  Mr.  Speck  on  October  9.  He  came  to  Yale  in  1913, 
bringing  with  him  the  most  remarkable  collection  of  books, 
manuscripts,  medals,  busts,  prints,  and  other  material  of  in- 
terest to  Goethe  lovers  that  had  ever  been  assembled  in 
America.  He  added  constantly  to  the  collection,  and  it  is 
merely  stating  the  facts  to  say  that  when  he  died  it  was  not 
only  the  largest  and  finest  Goethe  collection  outside  Germany, 
but  that  the  section  on  the  Faust  legend  was  the  best  in  the 
world.  Its  preeminence  was  due  almost  entirely  to  Mr.  Speck 
himself.  He  not  only  put  his  own  savings  into  it  during  the 
greater  part  of  his  life,  but  knew  what  to  buy  and  when  and 
where  to  buy  it.  Often  his  Yale  friends  and  others  in  and 
around  New  Haven,  who  knew  what  he  was  doing  and  had 
confidence  in  him,  made  it  possible  for  him  to  secure  specially 
desirable  items  which  Yale's  own  book  funds  would  not  admit 
of  purchasing.  Some  of  these  benefactors  were  Americans  of 
German  ancestry,  desirous  of  having  at  Yale  an  unusual 
presentation  of  the  writings  of  the  great  German  poet  and 
philosopher. 

Mr.  Speck  delighted  in  expounding  Goethe's  life  and  teach- 
ing. He  knew  him  by  heart  and  had  a  mastery  of  the  intellec- 
tual state  of  Europe  during  Goethe's  lifetime  and,  in  particu- 
lar, of  the  influence  of  Goethe  on  other  philosophers  and  lit- 
erary men,  whether  in  Germany  or  in  other  countries.  He 
paid  special  attention  to  the  translations  of  Goethe  into 
English,  whether  done  in  Great  Britain  or  in  America,  and  he 
gathered  an  extraordinary  collection  of  printed  and  manu- 
script material  on  that  subject. 

Mr.  Speck  was  internationally  known  as  a  Goethe  scholar 
and  collector,  and  at  his  death  he  was  engaged  in  the  planning 
of  a  descriptive  catalogue  of  his  collection,  to  be  published  by 
Yale  on  the  occasion  of  the  Goethe  centenary  in  1932.  The 
catalogue  will  be  ready  for  the  commemoration  for  which  he 
had  planned  it,  but  the  work  will  have  to  be  done  by  others. 

Mr.  Speck's  rare  spirit  will  live  not  only  in  his  writings,  but 
in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  his  students,  his  associates  in  the 
Yale  Library  and  in  the  teaching  body,  and  his  friends  in 
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New  Haven  and  elsewhere.  It  will  live  permanently  in  the 
memorial  of  great  distinction  that  he  created  at  Yale,  the 
William  A.  Speck  Collection  of  Goetheana,  a  monument  to 
Mr.  Speck  as  well  as  to  Goethe. 

ALUMNI  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Alumni  Advisory  Board's  Committee  on 
the  Library,  held  in  New  York  on  November  22,  1928,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  Chairman  be  authorized  in  the  name  of  the 
Committee,  and  with  the  approval  of  proper  authority,  to  circularize 
the  alumni  and  other  friends  of  the  Yale  Library  and  invite  them  to 
become  members  of  the  Yale  Library  Associates,  an  association  to  be 
organized  to  further  the  interests  of  the  Yale  Library.  Any  con- 
tributor of  books  or  funds,  upon  the  nomination  of  the  Librarian, 
shall  be  deemed  an  Associate.  The  names  of  the  Associates  will  be 
listed  in  a  special  register  which  will  be  kept  in  the  Library,  and  each 
member  will  receive  copies  of  the  Yale  Library  Gazette  as  these  are 
published.  All  funds  contributed  by  the  Associates  will  be  used  by  the 
Librarian,  from  time  to  time,  either  for  the  purchase  of  books  which 
under  ordinary  circumstances  could  not  be  purchased  out  of  current 
Library  or  University  funds,  or,  with  the  approval  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Library  Committee,  for  other  purposes. 

STERLING  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 
On  Thursday  afternoon,  October  1 1 ,  the  corner  stone  of  the 
Sterling  Memorial  Library  was  laid  by  Mr.  Edwin  M.  Herr, 
Ph.B.  1884,  Chairman  of  the  Yale  Corporation's  Committee 
on  Buildings  and  Grounds,  assisted  by  Mr.  James  Gamble 
Rogers,  B.A.  1889,  Architect  of  the  Library.  Mr.  George  H. 
Church,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  Mr.  Sterhng's  estate,  made 
the  memorial  address,  and  President  Angell  responded. 

Work  on  the  building  has  progressed  rapidly  during  the 
year.  At  Commencement,  1928,  only  the  foundations,  the 
steel  skeleton  of  the  stacks,  and  the  floor  slabs  were  in  place; 
by  June  30,  1929,  the  stone  work  was  finished,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  main  reading  room,  the  entrance  hall,  and  the 
grand  exhibition  room.  It  is  planned  to  transfer  the  books  to 
the  new  building  during  the  summer  of  1930.

Henry  ADAMS  Fund,  $  1,000. 

Established  July  29,  1926,  by  gift  from  Warren  Austin  Adams,  B.A. 
1886,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Henry  Adams,  of  the  Class  of  1925,  who  died 
January  28,  1926.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  on  modern 
European  history. 

Fr.\nk  ALTSCHUL  Fund,  $46,277.83. 

Established  December  10,  1924,  by  gift  of  $11,676  from  Frank  Altschul, 
B.A.  1908,  and  increased  by  further  gifts.  Income  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  University  Library;  at  present  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

AMERICAN  Oriental  Society  Library. 

In  June,  1853,  ^^  ^'^  agreement  with  the  American  Oriental  Society,  its 
library,  formerly  in  Boston,  was  placed  on  deposit  in  the  University 
Library.  In  October,  1924,  the  library,  now  consisting  of  over  5,000  vol- 
umes, was  placed  on  permanent  deposit.  The  Society  appoints  a  librarian 
for  the  collection,  which  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit  in  the  University 
Library  building.  The  books  are  available  to  members  of  the  Society  and 
to  others  with  the  approval  of  the  librarian.  The  present  librarian  is 
Andrew  Keogh. 

The  Loring  W.  ANDREWS  Memorial  Library. 

Established  in  1882  by  gift  of  $1,000  from  William  Loring  Andrews,  of 
New  York  City,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Loring  William  .Andrews,  B.A.  post- 
obit  1883.  The  library  consists  of  textbooks  to  be  lent  gratuitously  for 
use  throughout  the  year  to  students  recommended  by  the  Bureau  of 
Appointments.  The  original  gift  has  been  added  to  from  time  to  time,  and 
the  collection  is  increased  by  contributions  of  textbooks  made  by  students. 
Obsolete  textbooks  are  sold,  and  the  money  received  is  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  new  books.  The  additions  by  gift  to  the  library  in  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1929,  were  about  250  volumes,  and  the  additions  by  purchase  for 
the  same  period  were  260  volumes.  The  total  number  of  textbooks  in  this 
collection  is  about  7,500. 

William  Loring  ANDREWS  Collection. 

In  .April,  1894,  by  gift  from  William  Loring  .Andrews,  his  collection, 
consisting  of  two  fifteenth  century  manuscripts  and  thirty  volumes  of  early 
printed  books  gathered  to  illustrate  the  history  of  printing,  became  a  part 
of  the  University  Library.  A  catalogue  of  the  collecnon  has  been  published: 
Catalogue  of  (he  William  Loring  Andrews  Collection  of  Early  Books  in  the 
Library  of  Yale  University.  New  Haven,  Yale  University  Press,  191 3. 

Howard  W^  ARNOLD  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  October  17,  1924,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Oscar  M.  .Arnold  in 
memory  of  her  son,  First  Lieutenant  Howard  W.  Arnold,  Ph.B.  1914, 
who  died  July  28,  191 8.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  of  particular 
interest  to  the  Sheffield  Scientific  School.

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Francis  BACON  Fund,  $218,199.25. 

Established  May  19,  1913,  from  bequest  of  Francis  Bacon,  M.D.  1853, 
who  died  April  26,  191 2.  Income  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Library. 

Otto  Tremont  BANNARD  Fund,  $540,071. 

Established  November  30,  1921,  by  deed  of  gift  from  Otto  Tremont 
Bannard,  B.A.  1876,  LL.D.  1928,  under  the  temporary  designation  of 
1921  Special  Fund,  "a  Library  Fund,  the  capital  of  which  shall  be  held  and 
income  shall  be  used  for  the  support  and  extension  of  the  Library  of  the 
University,  in  all  or  any  of  its  departments,  whether  for  the  purchase  of 
books  or  other  publications,  or  manuscripts,  or  for  binding,  cataloguing, 
or  otherwise  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Library."  Mr.  Bannard  provided 
that  the  income  of  the  Fund  should  be  added  to  the  principal  until  this 
should  amount  to  at  least  $500,000.  The  income  became  available  to  the 
Library  in  February,  1929. 

D.  Newton  BARNEY  Fund,  $50,000. 

Established  December  31,  1927,  by  gift  from  D.  Newton  Barney,  B.A. 
1 88 1.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

BEAUMONT  Medical  Club. 

On  November  i,  1928,  the  Beaumont  Medical  Club  agreed  to  deposit 
in  the  University  Library  its  library  of  books,  manuscripts,  and  prints, 
and  any  it  may  acquire  hereafter.  Such  portion  of  the  Club's  library 
as  it  may  be  advisable  to  keep  together  is  shelved  as  a  unit.  The  collection 
is  administered  under  the  rules  of  the  Library,  and  printed  books  may  be 
lent  to  members  of  the  Club. 

Henry  BELIN,  Jr.,  Fund,  $13,000. 

Established  in  his  memory  on  June  8,  1927,  by  gifts  from  members  of 
the  family  of  Henry  Belin,  Jr.,  B.A.  1863,  who  died  December  25,  1917. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes  of  the  Library. 

Hiram  BINGHAM  Collection. 

In  June,  1907,  by  gift  from  Hiram  Bingham,  B.A.  1898,  his  collection  of 
about  2,000  volumes  and  pamphlets  relating  to  the  history  and  geography 
of  South  America  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library.  This  collection 
was  supplemented  at  later  dates  and  in  191 6  exceeded  4,500  volumes.  A 
more  recent  gift  is  the  noteworthy  Peruvian  collection  purchased  in  191 1 
by  Senator  Bingham  from  Sefior  Perez  de  Velasco.  Many  books  of  the 
latter  collection  were  formerly  the  property  of  the  Peruvian  historian, 
Manuel  de  Odriozola. 

The  entire  gift  is  incorporated  with  books  relating  to  Latin  America 
owned  by  the  University  Library  before  1907;  with  books  acquired  by 
purchase  and  gift  from  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884;  with  a  collection 
presented  by  Charles  William  Harkness,  B.A.  1883;  and  with  other  books 
acquired  by  the  University  Library  through  purchase,  exchange,  or  gift,  to 
form  a  Latin  American  collection,  now  consisting  of  over  40,000 
volumes. 

Midshipman  Julian  B.  BISHOP  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  June  24,  191 2,  by  gift  from  William  Henry  Bishop,  B.A. 
1867,  in  memory  of  his  son.  Midshipman  Julian  B.  Bishop,  who  died  May 
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4,  1 91 2,  while  a  student  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  under  the  general  head  of  "  Marine 
Lore." 

Charles  H.  BOARD  Fund,  ^2,500. 

Established  December  10,  1872,  from  bequest  of  Charles  H.  Board, 
B.A.  1871,  who  died  August  8,  1871.  Income  used  to  purchase  books  on 
political  economy  and  social  science. 

BCXDCOCK  L1BR.4RY. 

Founded  June  9,  1896,  by  gift  of  a  fund  from  Mrs.  Mary  C.  Boocock 
as  a  "contribution  to  aid  in  establishing  a  departmental  library  in  social 
science  for  the  use  of  students  at  Yale."  The  fund  was  administered  by 
Professor  Sumner  until  the  fall  of  1909,  when  the  administration  was 
transferred  to  Professor  Keller.  In  1910  the  books  purchased  were  de- 
posited in  the  University  Library,  where  they  are  now  shelved  with  related 
books.  Each  volume  has  a  special  book  label  and  bookplate,  and  a 
catalogue  oi  the  collection  is  kept  by  the  department.  In  June,  1929,  the 
Boocock  Library  included  1,698  volumes,  largely  on  ethnography  and 
anthropology.  Duplicates  for  seminary  use  are  kept  in  the  department. 

Matthew  C.  D.  BORDEN  Fund,  ?6,ooo. 

Established  May  16,  1895,  by  gift  from  Matthew  C.  D.  Borden,  B.A. 
1864.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Joy  Curtis  BOURNIQUE  Fund,  ?i,ooo. 

Established  May  29,  1924,  by  gift  from  Eugene  A.  Bournique  in  memory 
of  his  son,  Joy  Curtis  Bournique,  B.A.  1918,  who  died  September  24,  1918. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

David  BROOKS  Fund,  ?7,5oo. 

Established  July  7, 1927,  by  a  payment  from  Mrs.  Florence  Brooks-Aten 
on  account  of  a  fund  of  $25,000  in  memory  of  her  ancestors,  David  Brooks, 
B.A.  1768,  and  his  son,  General  Micah  Brooks.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  material  on  the  relations  between  America  and  Great  Britain, 
published  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic,  from  1750  to  181 6. 

William  H.  BROWN  Collection. 

In  May,  1922,  through  the  cooperation  of  the  Kingsley  Trust  Associa- 
tion, a  collection  of  reports  and  documents  of  nearly  3,000  railroad,  public 
utility,  and  industrial  companies  of  the  United  States,  made  by  Mr. 
William  H.  Brown,  of  West  Haven,  became  part  of  the  University  Library. 
The  collection,  which  numbered  about  20,000  pieces  and  covered  the  years

Established  February  18,  1886,  from  bequest  of  Clarence  Campbell, 
B.A.  1872,  who  died  December  8,  1883.  Income  used  for  Library  expenses. 

Albert  H.  CHILDS  Fund,  $95,611.89. 

Established  November  20,  1924,  by  gift  from  Starling  W.  Childs,  B.A. 
1891,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Albert  H.  Childs,  B.A.  1861,  who  died 
August  26,  1 921.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
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Anna  H.  CHITTENDEN  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  March  26,  1897,  from  bequest  of  Anna  H.  Chittenden,  a 
sister  of  Simeon  B.  Chittenden,  M.A.  Hon.  1871,  donor  of  the  Chittenden 
Memorial  Library.

Established  in  1872  by  gift  of  $1,700  from  the  graduating  class  of  that 
year,  and  added  to  since  then  at  reunions  of  the  class  to  make  up  the  present 
amount.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

CLASS  OF  1896,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $575. 

Established  March  29,  1895,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1896.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

CLASS  OF  1897,  Yale  College,  Fund,  $1,500. 

EstabHshed  May  9,  1896,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1897.  Income  used  for  general  purposes.

Established  March  10,  1899,  by  gift  from  the  Junior  Promenade  Com- 
mittee of  the  Class  of  1899.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
Joshua  COIT  Fund,  $2,500. 

Established  April  24,  1885,  from  bequest  of  Joshua  Coit,  B..'^.  1819, 
who  died  October  8,  1881.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 
Jack  CRAWFORD  Collection  on  the  Modern  Drama. 

Established  December  30,  191 8,  by  gift  from  Jack  Randall  Crawford. 
The  collection  consists  of  pictures,  pamphlets,  clippings,  playbills,  por- 
traits, illustrations  of  costume,  theatre  plans,  and  similar  material  brought 
together  by  Professor  Crawford.  Additions  are  made  to  the  collection  by 
the  donor  and  others,  notably  Frederic  Thornton  Hunt,  B.A.  1866,  who, 
in  June,  1922,  gave  five  thousand  American  playbills,  covering  the  period 
from  1857  to  1900.  The  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit  and  is  in  charge  of  the 
founder. 
Ernst  CURTIUS  Library. 

Acquired  in  December,  1896,  by  gift  from  Joshua  Montgomery  Sears, 
B.A.  1877,  of  ^^^  classical  library  of  Professor  Ernst  Curtius,  of  Berlin, 
Germany,  consisting  of  about  3,500  volumes  and  the  same  number  of 
pamphlets.

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and  appreciation  of  George  Parmly  Day,  B.A.  1897.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Lee  DE  FOREST  Radio  Collection. 

Established  in  September,  1922,  by  gift  from  Lee  deForest,  Ph.B.  1896, 
of  a  sum  of  money  for  the  acquisition  of  books  on  radio  telegraph  and  radio 
telephone.  With  the  gift  have  been  purchased  about  239  volumes,  which 
have  been  incorporated  with  books  on  radio  already  in  the  University 
Library  and  with  books  on  the  subject  acquired  from  various  sources  since 
the  fund  was  given.  By  a  special  arrangement  any  book  in  the  collection 
may  be  kept  in  the  Laboratory  of  Electrical  Engineering. 

The  Ganson  Goodyear  DEPEW  Memorial  Collection. 

Established  April  23,  1925,  by  vote  of  the  Elizabethan  Club  depositing  in 
the  University  Library  the  gift  made  by  Mr.  Ganson  Depew  to  the  Eliza- 
bethan Club  in  October,  1924,  in  memory  of  his  son,  Ganson  Goodyear 
Depew,  of  the  Classof  1919,  Yale  College.  The  gift  consists  of  the  collection 
made  by  Ganson  Goodyear  Depew  of  104  volumes  by  or  relating  to 
Thackeray,  and  of  335  volumes  and  two  manuscripts  by  or  relating  to  Kip- 
ling. The  books  were  received  by  the  University  Library  February  10, 1926. 
With  the  memorial  is  a  collection  of  fifty  volumes  by  and  about  President 
Roosevelt,  from  the  Pawling  School,  in  memory  of  Ganson  Goodyear 
Depew.  The  collection  is  kept  as  a  unit,  and  a  plan  is  being  carried  out  to 
endow  it  by  the  establishment  of  a  Depew  Library  Memorial  Fund. 

Albert  DESILVER  Fund,  $100,000. 

Established  May  18,  1927,  by  gifts  from  Mrs.  Albert  DeSilver  and  John 
B.  Lord  in  memory  of  Albert  DeSilver,  B.A.  1910,  who  died  December  7, 
1924.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  and  care  of  books  and  periodicals  in 
the  field  of  chemistry  and  allied  sciences  and  for  general  purposes  of 
the  Department  of  Chemistry. 

Franklin  Bowditch  DEXTER  Fund,  $2,000. 

Established  May  27,  1927,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Dexter,  in  memory  of  her 
husband,  Franklin  Bowditch  Dexter,  B.A.  1 861,  who  died  August  13,  1920.

Professor  Thomas  R.  Lounsbury,  became 
part  ot  the  University  Library.  Mr.  Dickson  added  to  the  collection  from 
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time  to  time.  The  collection,  which  includes  every  edition  of  Fielding's 
novels  published  during  his  lifetime,  consists  of  about  1,600  volumes 
and  is  kept  as  a  separate  unit.

Established  July  20,  1858,  by  anonymous  gift.  By  vote  of  the  Cor- 
poration, June  1 4,  1924,  the  income  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  religious 
books  for  the  University  Library.

Established  January  26,  191 2,  by  bequest  from  William  C.  Egleston, 
B.A.  1861,  who  died  March  26,  1907,  leaving  $100,000  subject  to  the  life 
interest  of  his  wife.

Henry  C.  ENO  Fund,  $952.50. 

Established  March  2,  1895,  by  gift  from  Dr.  Henry  C.  Eno,  B.A.  i860, 
of  the  net  amount  of  a  legacy  of  ;f  1,000  left  him  by  a  classmate,  William 
Walter  Phelps,  which  was  turned  over  by  him  to  the  Library.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

Ann  S.  FARNAM  Fund,  $42,7 17.60. 

Established  November  29,  1904,  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Ann  S.  Farnam, 
widow  of  Henry  Farnam,  M.A.  Hon.  1871.  Income  used  for  the  purchase 
of  books.

In  May,  1923,  by  gift  from  Colonel  Edward  M.  House,  his  personal 
collection  of  political  papers  dealing  with  the  origins  and  conduct  of  the 
World  War  and  with  the  Peace  Conference  became  part  of  the  University 
Library.  This  gift  is  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  collection  of  manuscripts 
and  source  material  relating  to  American  foreign  relations.  The  papers 
are  kept  as  a  separate  unit,  with  restricted  access.  The  present  curator 
is  Professor  Charles  Seymour. 

George  E.  IDE  Fund,  52,ooo. 

Established  December  14,  1927,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  George  E.  Ide,  in 
memory  of  her  husband,  George  E.  Ide,  B.A.  1881,  who  died  July  9,  1919. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Robert  JAFFR.'\Y  Fund,  ^5,000. 

Established  June  i,  1927,  by  bequest  from  Robert  Jaffray,  Ph.B.  1873, 
who  died  October  15,  1926.  Income  used  for  the  care,  maintenance,  and 
extension  of  the  Library. 

John  KEAN  Fund,  $73,980. 

Established  January  9,  1926,  by  gift  from  Julian  H.  Kean,  B.A.  1876, 
in  memory  of  his  brother,  John  Kean,  B.A.  1876,  who  died  November  4, 
1914.  Income  used  for  expenses  of  the  Library;  at  present  for  books. 

James  L.  KINGSLEY  Fund,  S500. 

Established  in  June,  1822,  by  subscription  from  James  L.  Kingsley, 
B.A.  1799.  The  amount  was  subscribed  to  the  Dwight  Professorship  Fund 
with  the  stipulation  that  if  $20,000  was  given  to  the  Dwight  Fund  ex- 
clusive of  his  subscription,  then  the  latter  was  to  be  given  to  the  Library. 
In  December,  1849,  ^^  ^^^  voted  to  transfer  this  amount.  Income  used  for 
general  purposes. 

The  Alexander  KOHUT  Memorial  Collection. 

Established  in  October,  191 5,  by  gift  from  George  Alexander  Kohut 
of  the  library  of  his  father,  Alexander  Kohut.  The  library  consisted  of  about 
4,500  volumes  (of  which  1,700  are  in  Hebrew)  bearing  upon  the  history  and 
literature  of  the  Jews  and  including  all  the  important  works  dealing  with 
the  Talmud  as  well  as  descriptive,  archtcological,  and  historical  works  on 
Palestine.  Part  of  the  library,  not  counted  in  this  enumeration,  including 
one  hundred  manuscripts,  is  to  be  sent  to  Yale  later.  The  collection  is 
distinguished  by  a  special  bookplate  and  is  shelved  as  part  of  the  collection 
of  Judaica  of  the  University  Library. 

Alexander  KOHUT  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  April  3,  1928,  by  gift  from  George  Alexander  Kohut,  of 
New  York  City,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Alexander  Kohut.  Income  used 
for  the  care  and  unkeep  of  the  Alexander  Kohut  Memorial  Collection. 

Count  Carlo  LANDBERG  Collection. 

In  1900,  by  gift  from  Morris  Ketchum  Jesup,  M.A.  Hon.  1891,  a  collec- 
tion of  842  Arabic  manuscripts,  made  by  Count  Carlo  Landberg  of  Munich 
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during  twenty-five  years  of  travel  in  the  East,  became  part  of  the  Univer- 
sity Library.  They  are  kept  as  a  separate  collection. 

Irene  Battell  LARNED  Fund,  $1,105. 

Established  May  31,  1861,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Irene  Battell  Larned  of 
one  $1,000  bond  of  the  United  States  of  America.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  the  science,  history,  or  art  of  music. 

Irene  Battell  LARNED  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  August  24, 1 877,  by  bequest  from  Mrs.  Irene  Battell  Larned. 
Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  English  language  and  literature. 

Addin  LEWIS  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  September  29,  1846,  by  bequest  netting  $4,844.42  from 
Addin  Lewis,  B.A.  1803,  who  died  April  7,  1842.  Balance  of  fund  is  made 
up  of  surplus  income.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

LINONIAN  AND  BROTHERS  Library. 

Established  in  1871  by  vote  of  the  two  student  organizations,  the 
Linonian  Society  (founded  in  1753)  and  the  Brothers  in  Unity  (founded  in 
1768),  transferring  to  the  College  Library  Committee  their  libraries,  each 
consisting  of  about  13,500  volumes.  The  two  collections  were  consolidated, 
and,  after  the  discarding  of  duplicates  and  valueless  books  and  the  trans- 
ferring to  the  College  Library  of  volumes  more  appropriate  to  that  Library, 
the  Linonian  and  Brothers  Library  included  17,000  volumes.  It  is 
a  collection  of  general  literature  to  which  the  students,  especially  the 
undergraduates,  may  have  convenient  access  and  from  which  books  may  be 
withdrawn.  Additions  to  the  collection  are  continually  being  made,  and  in 
June,  1929,  it  included  about  25,000  volumes.  The  library  is  in  a  special 
room,  and  George  Alexander  Johnson  is  at  present  in  charge. 

Noah  and  Jared  LINSLY  Fund,  $8,000. 

Established  in  1814  by  bequest  of  $3,000  from  Noah  Linsly,  B.A.  1791, 
who  died  March  25,  1814,  and  added  to,  June  30,  1867,  by  gift  of  $5,000 
from  his  nephew,  Jared  Linsly,  B.A.  1826.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of 
books  in  modern  European  languages. 

William  James  LINTON  Collection. 

Linton  himself,  before  his  death  in  1897,  sponsored  Yale's  interest  in 
his  productions  by  presenting  to  the  Library  many  of  his  works.  Since  that 
time  his  family  has  continued  to  add  to  the  collection,  and  the  Library  has 
been  able  to  add  interesting  items  by  purchase.  Recently  Alfred  E.  Hamill, 
B.A.  1905,  has  presented  a  collection  of  180  autograph  letters  written  to 
Linton  and  a  number  of  volumes  presented  to  Linton  by  famous  contempo- 
rary authors. 

Samuel  LOCKWOOD  Fund,  $1,122.33. 

Established  in  1791  by  bequest  of  £336.14.0  from  Samuel  Lockwood, 
B.A.  1745,  who  died  June  18,  1791.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of 
"good  and  useful  books." 

Russell  LORD  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  January  7,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  John  B.  Lord  in  memory 
of  her  son,  Russell  Lord,  Ph.B.  1910,  who  died  February  23,  1925.  Income 
used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 
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William  T.  LUSK  Fund,  ^952. 50. 

Established  March  i,  1895,  by  gift  from  William  T.  Lusk,  B.A.  1859, 
being  the  net  amount  received  from  a  legacy  of  $i,oco  left  him  by  William 
Walter  Phelps,  B.A.  i860,  which  he  turned  over  to  the  Library.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

Hubert  Amer  McGUIRE  Memorial  Fund,  ^5,000. 

Established  August  27,  1928,  by  gift  from  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Joseph  H. 
McGuire  on  the  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  their  son,  Hubert  Amer 
McGuire,  B.A.  1924,  who  died  May  16,  1928.  Income  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  books  in  English  literature. 

William  Smith  MASON  Collection. 

In  January,  1926,  by  gift  from  William  Smith  Mason,  Ph.B.  1888,  a 
collection  of  494  volumes  of  the  works  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  works  about 
him  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection  includes  editions 
of  the  Greek  text  and  translations  into  various  languages  of  Marcus 
Aurelius,  and  editions  and  translations  of  .Antonio  de  Guevara.  The  collec- 
tion is  kept  as  a  separate  unit. 

Selah  MERRILL  Collection. 

In  October,  1914,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Selah  Merrill  the  collection  made  by 
Dr.  Selah  Merrill  of  books  relating  to  Flavius  Josephus  became  part  of  the 
University  Library.  The  collection  consists  of  about  1,500  volumes  of  edi- 
tions of  Flavius  Josephus'  works,  translations  into  sixteen  languages,  and 
critical  and  biographical  works  on  Josephus.  The  volumes  bear  special 
bookplates  and  form  part  of  the  Yale  collection  of  Judaica. 

NEW  YORK  Alumni  Association  Fund,  $1,600. 

Established  June  27,  1896,  by  gift  from  the  New  York  Alumni  Associa- 
tion. Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

John  T.  NORTON  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  March  18,  1833,  by  gift  from  John  T.  Norton,  of  Albany, 
N.  Y.,  subscribed  as  part  of  the  "Centum  Millia"  movement.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

NUMAN-CLOSE  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  October  5,  1923,  by  bequest  from  Frances  H.  Close  in 
memory  of  her  parents,  Odle  and  Samantha  B.  Numan-Close,  and  their 
family.  Income  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  juridical  and  botanical  de- 
partments of  the  University  Library. 

ORIENTAL  Fund,  $1,000. 

Established  May  25,  1870,  by  an  anonymous  gift.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

Frederick  S.  PARKER  Fund,  $2,500. 

Established  November  2,  191 6,  by  bequest  from  Frederick  S.  Parker, 
B.A.  1873,  who  died  September  9,  191 6.  Mr.  Parker  bequeathed  to  Yale 
University  his  collection  of  2,300  volumes  on  Napoleon  and  French  history 
of  the  time  of  Napoleon;  and  by  vote  of  the  Corporation  the  income  from 
the  bequest  of  $2,500  is  used  in  maintaining  and  increasing  that  col- 
lection. The  collection  is  shelved  with  books  on  the  same  subject  in  the 
University  Library. 
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PENNIMAN  Memorial  Library  of  Education. 

Established  in  May,  1920,  by  James  Hosmer  Penniman,  B.A.  1884,  in 
memory  of  his  parents,  James  Lanman  Penniman,  B.A.  1853,  and  Maria 
Davis  Hosmer  Penniman.  To  the  20,000  volumes  on  education  already  in 
the  University  Library,  Dr.  Penniman  has  added  books,  magazines,  and 
reports,  needed  for  constant  use,  and  rarer  books  and  manuscripts  as 
opportunity  offers.  He  has  given  to  the  Library  more  than  4,000  volumes 
and  1,000  pamphlets,  and  from  funds  provided  by  him  more  than  6,000 
volumes  have  been  purchased.  In  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library  adequate 
provision  is  being  made  for  the  accommodation  and  growth  of  the  Penni- 
man Memorial  Library. 

PENNIMAN  Memorial  Library  Fund,  $11,300. 

Established  September  30,  1927,  by  gift  from  James  Hosmer  Penniman, 
B.A.  1884.  Income  used  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Penniman  Memorial 
Library  which  Dr.  Penniman  has  agreed  to  endow  later. 

Alfred  E.  PERKINS  Fund,  $10,000. 

Established  November  25,  1836,  by  bequest  from  Alfred  E.  Perkins, 
B.A.  1830,  who  died  October  29,  1834.  By  agreement  with  the  heirs,  the 
income  is  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  in  history. 

Bernadotte  PERRIN  Fund,  I500. 

EstabHshed  May  15,  1926,  by  gift  of  $500  from  Mrs.  Perrin  as  an  initial 
payment  for  the  Bernadotte  Perrin  Fund,  in  memory  of  her  husband, 
Bernadotte  Perrin,  B.A.  1869,  who  died  August  31,  1920.  Income  used  for 
the  purchase  of  books  in  Greek  literature,  history,  and  archaeology. 

Jacob  PORTER  Fund,  |ioo. 

Established  August  12,  1847,  by  bequest  from  Jacob  Porter,  B.A.  1803, 
who  died  November  15,  1846,  leaving  to  the  Library  the  greater  part  of  his 
valuable  collection  of  books  and  pamphlets.  Income  used  to  bind  and 
repair  the  books  given  by  him. 

Count  Paul  RIANT  Collection. 

In  1896,  by  gift  from  Mrs.  Henry  Farnam,  the  collection  of  books  relat- 
ing to  Scandinavia,  formed  by  the  late  Count  Paul  Riant  of  Paris,  became 
a  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection  comprises  5,000  volumes, 
fifty  manuscripts,  and  36,000  dissertations  of  Swedish  universities.  It  is 
strongest  on  the  side  of  history,  but  geography,  the  older  Icelandic  litera- 
ture, and  seventeenth  century  Swedish  literature  are  well  represented.  The 
collection  is  shelved  with  similar  works  in  the  University  Library. 

William  B.  ROSS  Fund,  $281,597.91. 

Established  April  22,  1904,  by  bequest  from  William  B.  Ross,  B.A. 
1852,  who  died  January  14,  1904.  The  total  of  the  bequest  was  $370,638.41 
and  was  left  without  conditions.  In  a  letter  to  the  president,  Mr.  Ross 
stated  his  desire  that  the  bequest  be  used  in  the  construction  of  a  building 
as  a  memorial  to  his  friend,  Jared  Linsly,  B.A.  1826.  The  Corporation 
voted  to  use  the  bequest  for  an  addition  to  the  Library,  leaving  the  above 
amount  as  a  maintenance  fund  for  the  building. 

RUSKIN  Collection. 

In  April,  1929,  by  gift  from  R.  B.  Adam,  of  Buffalo,  his  collection  of 
Ruskin's  works  in  some  500  volumes  and  pamphlets  became  part  of  the 
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Library.  Mr.  Adam,  in  gathering  the  collection,  aimed  steadily  at  fullness 
as  well  as  rarity,  and  there  are  very  few  gaps  in  the  run  of  authorized 
editions  which  appeared  during  Ruskin's  lifetime. 

Edward  Elbridge  SALISBURY  Collection. 

In  November,  1869,  by  gift  from  Professor  Edward  E.  Salisbury,  B..A. 
1832,  about  450  volumes  relating  to  Sanskrit  and  comparative  philology 
from  his  Oriental  library  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  re- 
maining portion,  consisting  of  ninety  volumes  of  Arabic  manuscripts  and 
3,000  volumes  of  printed  books,  was  given  early  in  1871,  and  additional 
gifts  were  made  by  Professor  Salisbury  until  his  death  in  1901.  The  gift  of 
books  was  supplemented  in  1871  by  a  gift  of  $6,000  for  adding  to  the 
collection,  increased  by  %\^'^QO  during  the  five  years  preceding  his  death. 

JoHANN  F.  SCHELTEMA  Fund,  I280. 

Established  .'August  30,  191 1,  by  gift  of  a  piece  of  land  in  Thurston 
County,  Washington,  from  Johann  F.  Scheltema,  M.A.  1905.  Proceeds 
from  the  land  when  sold  will  constitute  a  fund  to  facilitate  the  purchase  of 
the  most  important  books  published  on  the  relations  between  the  East  and 
the  West.  (Not  yet  available.) 

John  Christopher  SCHWAB  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  8, 191 7,  by  bequest  from  John  Christopher  Schwab, 
B.A.  1886,  who  died  January  12,  1916.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Henry  W.  SCOTT  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  29,  1873,  by  bequest  of  $1,800  from  Henry  W. 
Scott,  B.-A.  1863,  who  died  December  6,  1871.  The  amount  was  to  accumu- 
late to  $5,000,  which  was  accomplished  July  31,  1892.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books. 

The  SHELDON  Collection. 

A  total  of  over  6,000  volumes  gathered  by  the  late  Charles  Sheldon, 
B.A  1890,  in  the  fields  of  natural  history,  exploration,  hunting,  and  sport, 
was  presented  to  the  University  in  April,  1929,  by  Francis  P.  Garvan, 
B.A.  1897.    . 

Thomas  C.  SLOANE  Fund,  $190,706.64. 

Established  October  20,  1896,  by  bequest  from  Thomas  C.  Sloane, 
B.A.  1868,  who  died  June  17,  1890.  The  bequest  was  unrestricted,  and 
the  income  was  assigned  to  the  Library  by  vote  ot  the  Corporation. 

J.  Sumner  SMITH  Fund,  $3,055. 

Established  December  i,  1902,  by  gifts  from  friends  of  Joel  Sumner 
Smith,  B.A.  1853,  who  died  February  13,  1903.  Mr.  Smith  was  connected 
with  the  Library  from  July,  1875,  until  1902,  and  his  gifts  of  books  in  Rus- 
sian literature  amounted  to  the  money  value  of  nearly  $12,000.  The  fund  is 
subject  to  a  life  interest,  and  then  the  income  will  be  used  for  general 
purposes  of  the  Library. 

Edward  W.  SOUTHWORTH  Fund,  $142,539.54. 

Established  September  21,  1903,  by  bequest  from  Edward  Wells  South- 
worth,  B.A.  1875,  who  died  April  20,  1902.  One  half  of  the  income  is  used 
for  the  purchase  of  books  in  the  class  usually  described  as  belles  lettres,  and 
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the  remaining  one  half,  either  for  the  purchase  of  other  books  for  the 
Library,  or  for  any  of  the  expenses  connected  with  its  administration;  at 
present  the  second  half  is  used  for  administration. 

The  William  A.  SPECK  Collection  of  Goetheana. 

Established  in  April,  1913,  by  an  agreement  with  William  Alfred  Speck, 
M.A.  Hon.  1914,  who  had  spent  many  years  in  gathering  the  collection, 
which  now  numbers  about  14,000  volumes.  It  includes  many  first  and  other 
important  editions  of  Goethe's  works,  books  dealing  with  the  Faust  legend 
before  Goethe's  time,  and  most  of  the  Faust  dramas  by  other  authors;  also 
a  full  representation  of  the  translations  into  other  languages  of  Goethe's 
Faust,  commentaries,  portraits  of  Goethe,  views  of  Weimar  during  Goethe's 
time,  and  an  almost  complete  assemblage  of  medals  struck  in  his  honor. 
The  collection  is  in  a  special  room,  and  the  present  curator  is  Professor 
Carl  F.  Schreiber. 

William  A.  SPECK  Fund,  $500. 

Established  November  28,  1927,  by  gifts  made  in  the  Endowment 
Fund  campaign.  Income  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  William  A.  Speck 
Collection. 

Charles  STILLMAN  Fund,  ^50. 

Established  February  27,  1897,  by  gift  from  Charles  Stillman,  B.A. 
1882.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Alphonso  TAFT  Fund,  ^1,000. 

Established  December  25,  1869,  by  gift  from  Alphonso  Taft,  B.A.  1833. 
Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Carlos  Alfredo  TORNQUIST  Collection. 

In  February,  1921,  by  gift  from  Mr.  Carlos  Alfredo  Tornquist,  of  Buenos 
Aires,  a  collection  of  more  than  500  volumes  of  the  principal  Argentine 
writers  became  part  of  the  University  Library.  Mr.  Tornquist  purposely 
excluded  from  the  collection  many  authors  whose  works  were  already  in  the 
University  Library.  He  put  special  emphasis  on  letters,  oratory,  history, 
law,  and  sociology.  The  collection  is  incorporated  with  similar  books  in 
the  Argentine  section  of  the  Latin  American  collection  of  the  University 
Library. 

Daniel  WADSWORTH  Fund,  ^500. 

Established  January  i,  1823,  by  gift  of  Daniel  Wadsworth,  of  Hartford, 
Conn.,  a  grandson  of  Daniel  Wadsworth,  B.A.  1726.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  on  natural  history,  chemistry,  and  geology. 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  of  British  Tracts. 

In  July,  191 5,  by  gift  from  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884,  his  collection 
of  British  and  Irish  economic  and  political  tracts,  on  deposit  in  the 
Library  since  1907,  became  a  permanent  part  of  the  University  Library. 
The  collection  contains  10,233  volumes  and  is  notably  strong  in  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  century  tracts  dealing  with  the  development  of  British 
trade  from  the  year  1600.  The  collection  is  shelved  as  a  separate  unit 
near  similar  books  in  the  University  Library. 
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Henrv  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  on  Mexico. 

In  July,  1915,  by  the  cooperation  of  Henry  Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884, 
and  other  friends  of  the  University,  the  collection  of  Mexican  books  made 
by  Mr.  Wagner  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library.  The  collection 
consists  of  531  manuscripts,  9,653  printed  volumes,  2,600  broadsides  and 
folios,  and  a  large  number  of  newspapers.  The  books  with  others  of  a 
similar  character  form  part  of  the  Yale  collection  of  books  on  Latin  America, 

Henry  Raup  WAGNER  Collection  on  South  America. 

From  December,  1906,  gifts  of  books  relating  to  South  America,  which 
by  the  year  1916  amounted  to  7,000  volumes,  were  received  from  Henry 
Raup  Wagner,  B.A.  1884.  These  books,  together  with  those  acquired  by 
gift  from  Senator  Hiram  Bingham  and  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Harkness,  books 
previously  owned  by  the  University  Library,  and  those  acquired  by  pur- 
chase, exchange,  or  gift,  form  a  collection  of  over  40,000  volumes  on  Latin 
America. 

Albert  S.  WHEELER  Fund,  ^17,858.07. 

Established  January  4,  1906,  by  bequest  from  Albert  Sproull  Wheeler, 
of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  an  instructor  in  the  School  of  Law  from  1872  to 
1905.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books  relating  to  Roman  law  and 
kindred  subjects. 

In  January,  1906,  by  bequest  from  Mr.  Wheeler,  his  collection  of  about 
1,500  volumes  on  Roman  law  became  a  part  of  the  University  Library. 
The  collection  had  been  left  on  deposit  in  the  Law  School  building  since 
1901,  under  the  custody  of  Mr.  Wheeler,  but  open  to  investigators.  The 
collection  has  been  increased  by  the  purchase  of  books  from  the  income  of 
the  Wheeler  Fund.  The  books  are  deposited  in  the  Library  of  the  School 
of  Law.  The  present  curator  is  Professor  Frederick  C.  Hicks. 

Henry  C.  WHITE  Fund,  $7,727.81. 

Established  June  22,  1927,  by  bequest  from  Henry  C.  White,  B.A.  1881, 
who  died  February  7,  1914.  Income  used  for  general  purposes. 

Eli  WHITNEY  Fund,  $5,000. 

Established  January  2,  1823,  by  gift  of  $500  from  Eli  Whitney,  B.A. 
1792.  Increased  to  its  present  amount  September  19,  1924,  by  bequest  from 
Eli  Whitney,  B.A.  1869,  who  died  June  12,  1924.  Income  used  for  the 
purchase  of  books  relating  to  practical  mechanics,  or  to  mechanical 
and  physical  science  generally. 

JosiAH  Dwight,  Clarissa  James,  and  James  Lyman  WHITNEY  Fund, 
$6,224.67. 

EstabHshed  January  17,  191 2,  by  bequest  from  James  Lyman  Whitney, 
B.A.  1856,  who  died  September  25,  1910.  This  fund  is  to  be  made  up  of 
semiannual  payments  from  the  income  of  a  trust  fund  established  by  his 
will  to  continue  through  the  life  interest  of  a  number  of  persons.  Income 
used  for  general  purposes. 

WINTHROP  Fund,  $30,000. 

EstabHshed  December  11,  1926,  by  gift  from  Henry  Rogers  Winthrop, 
B.A.  1898,  in  memory  of  his  father,  Buchanan  Winthrop,  B.A.  1862,  who 
died  December  25,  1900.  Income  used  for  general  purposes  of  the  Library. 
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Oliver  WOLCOTT  Fund,  %i  000 

B  Tl^^tt  ^''""^"''f  't°7,  by  gift  from  (Governor  Oliver  VVolcott, 
B.A.  1778.  Income  used  for  the  purchase  of  books. 

Theodore  S.  WOOLSEY  Fund,  $20,000.
